President Kim Il-Sung or­ 
dered all of his armed forces 
into a “combat posture” 
today. U.S. troops, under 
direct orders 
from the 
Pentagon, were on increased 
alert 
because 
of 
the 
“deliberate murder” of two 
U.S. army officers by North 
Korean guards. 
Kim’s order applied to 
both regular armed forces 
and militia of Communist 
North 
Korea, 
a 
North 
Korean broadcast said. It 
said the North Korean troops 
had been placed on “combat 
readiness.” 
The North Korean order 
was issued after U.S. troops 
were placed on stepped up 
alert near the truce village 
of Panmunjom where the 
two Americans were hacked 
to death Wednesday by 
North Korean soldiers. 
In Washington, a Pentagon 
source said today: “We have 
taken the precautionary 
move of increasing the 
readiness status of the forces 
in the areas.” 
The 
North 
Korean 
broadcast said “We do not 


want to provoke others first 
but will never allow the 
enemy to provoke us first. 
“ If the U.S. imperialists 
dare start a war in defiance 
of our stern warning, they 
will be unable to escape a 
crushing blow,” it said. 
The two officers, 1st Lt. 
Mark T. 
Barrett, 25. of 
Columbia, S.C., and Capt. 
Arthur G. Bonitas, 33, of 
Newburgh, N. Y., were 
fatally attacked with axes 
and metal pikes by 30 North 
Korean guards Wednesday 
as they supervised a routine

I live in Plano but work in 
Carrollton, I drive through 
the cities of Richardson, 
Addison, 
and 
Farm ers 
Branch on my way to work. I 
p u r c h a s e 
g a s o lin e , 
groceries, lumber products, 
clothing, etc. in all of these 
towns on my way to and 
from my place of em ­ 
ployment, 
therefore, 
I 
consider myself a taxpayer 
in each of these com­ 
munities. 
City Receives Rebate 


An additional 
$33,333.77 
will be added to city coffers 
with the receipt of the 
August rebate check on the 
one-cent city sales tax. 
Comptroller Bob Bullock 
said August

checks totaling $14.5 million 
have been sent to Plano and 
658 other cities.

I have a complaint which, 
in my opinion, 
and the 
opinions of others in whom I 
have confided, needs prompt 
and authoratative corrective 
action. 
This has to do with energy 
conservation in the form of 
gasoline savings. Not one 
east-w est or north-south 
main highway or boulevard 
has synchronized traffic 
lights. I defy anyone to drive 
from Central Expressway to 
Preston Road on Arapaho, or 
to 1*35 on Belt Line Road 
without having to stop at 
every other traffic light, 
even in the wee hours of the 
morning when traffic is 
minimal. At 5 o’clock in the 
afternoon, you stop at every 
traffic light. This condition is 
utterly ridiculous. I used the 
streets of Belt Line and 
Arapaho only as an example, 
but the condition prevails in 
the whole Dallas Area. The 
above listed communities 
are of my immediate con­ 
cern. 
The energy saving would 
be tremendous. The greatest 
amount of gasoline burned in 
an automobile is starting 
from a dead stop to get the 
vehicle in motion again. 
Even if half of the stops 


could be eliminated, great 
savings could be achieved 
I have driven through 
large Metro areas such as 
Los Angeles, Sacramento, 
San Francisco, New York 
City. Cleveland, etc Each of 
these cities have traffic 
engineers who can deter­ 
mine 
how 
to 
get 
an 
automobile from one end of 
town to the other without 
ever stopping. Surely our' 
local traffic personnel are as 
intelligent as they are 
My second concern is 
speed limits. How can it be 
justified to take a 
little 
country road that has a 
posted speed limit of 45-55 
M.P.H., tear it up and 
rebuild it into a super four or 
six lane boulevard and then 
post the speed limit at 35 
M.P.H.? 
Again, 
energy 
saving 
could 
be 
ac­ 
complished at the higher 
speed limits. People tend to 
pump the accelerator at 
lower speeds, which burns 
more gasoline instead of 
saving it. The safety factor is 
not that much different 
between the two speed 
limits, so only good things 
would come from slightly 
higher limits. 
I am sure your office can 


exert enough influence in 
these areas to get something 
accomplished

Stretching across a high 
plateau in northern New 
Mexico, 
the 
Rio Grande 
Gorge, 
like 
the 
Grand 
Canyon, has been etched into 
the landscape by the work of 
a 
powerful 
river 
over 
thousands of years. 
The 70-mile cleft the land, 
running from north to south, 
varies in depth from 200 to 
800 feet. The rim to rim 
width of the gorge varies 
from a quarter of a mile at 
the Colorado border to 
almost two miles at a point 
where the Red River emp­ 
ties into the Rio Grande. The 
elevation of the river drops 
mere than i,500 feet along its 
twisting route through the 
gorge. 
The rugged beauty of the 
area prompted the federal 
government 
in 
lffO 
to 
declare a 
48-m'lf long 
portion of the gorge and a 
four-mile stretch of the Red 
River as a “Wild and Scenic 
River” area. It was the first 
such designation under a 
new 
federal 
program 
designed to protect the 


natural beauty of water­ 
courses in the nation. 
The state recognized the 
area’s beauty long before 
that. It declared it a state 
park in 1959. 
The gorge is gouged into a 
plain 
of 
volcanic 
rock 
spewed out by volcanoes 
active in the area millions of 
years ago. The volcanoes 
which built up the plain are 
inactive but still visible 
today, such as 10.003-foot Ute 
Peak. 
Trails follow the river 
along the bottom of the 
gorge. At several points, 
trails wind down from the 
rim to the river along the 
steep canyon walls. 
Within the gorge can be 
found some (rf the state’s 
best trout fishing, especially 
for lunkersized German 
browns. 
The rapids of the Rio 
Grande within the gorge lure 
many Whitewater raft en­ 
thusiasts during the heavy 
runoff period in the spring. 
Experts say some (rf the 
rapids within the gorge are 
as tough to m aster as 
anything within the Grand 
Canyon.

Changes in food stam p 
program regulations ex­ 
tending eligibility of Sup­ 
plemental Security Income 
(SSI) 
recipients 
and 
retaining procedures for 
exchanging 
old 
series 
stam ps for the new series 
have been announced by the 
U.S. 
D epartm ent 
of 
Agriculture (USDA). 
These 
changes 
bring 
USDA regulations into line 
with recent am endm ents 
extending the provisions of 
Public Law 93-233 through 
June 30,1977 
U nder this legislation, 
which must be extended 
annually, SSI recipients are 
not eligible for food stam ps if 
they live in a state that 
“ cashes out” their food 
stam p benefits. Food stam p 
benefits are “cashed out” by 
increasing SSI payments to 
include the food stam p bonus 
the 
recipients 
would 
otherwise receive All other 
SSI recipients are eligible 
without regard to income or 
household resources. 
Massachusetts is the only 
remaining state authorized 
by 
the 
D epartm ent 
of 
H ealth, 
Education 
and 
Welfare (DHEW) to “cash­ 
out” food stamp benefits to 
SSI recipients. However, 
federal 
legislation 
was 
signed Aug. IO to enable 
California to continue “cash­ 
out” effective July I, 1976, 
and the state has requested 
DHEW authorization to do 
so. Food stamp regulations 
will be amended in the near 
future to bring them into line 
with DHEW’s final deter­ 
mination. 
Previously, New York and 
Nevada 
had 
also 
been 
eligible to “cash-out” food 
stam p benefits, but DHEW 


recently determ ined that 
these states were no longer 
qualified 
This means SSI 
recipients in these states 
became eligible to receive 
food stamps on July I. 1976, 
when the DHEW decision 
took effect 
To assist SSI recipients in 
the 
sta te s 
m aking 
the 
transition to the Food Stamp 
Program , 
these am end 
ments waive certain food 
s ta m p 
c e r t i f i c a t i o n 
procedures.. State agencies 
will be given the option to 
waive 
the 
interview 
requirem ent 
for certain 
households containing SSI 
recipients and use an ab­ 
breviated application form 


In addition to regulation 
changes concerning SSI 
eligibility, these am end­ 
m ents 
also 
extend 
in­ 
definitely procedures for 
exchanging old series food 
stamps (in 50-cent, 2-dollar 
and 5-dollar denominations) 
for new series (I-dollar, 5- 
dollarand 10-dollar) stamps 
When 
the new 
stam p 
series was 
introduced 
in 
March 
1975, 
USDA 
a n ­ 
ticipated that all exchanges 
could be completed by June 
30, 
1976. 
Howrever, 
since 
requests for exchanges are 
still being received, the June 
30 deadline is being removed 
and exchange 
procedures 
left in effect for as long as 
needed

Hard ticks usually spend 
several hours on their host 
before they attach them 
selves and start feeding so 
searching can get them 
l>efore they do any harm 
Pay particular attention to 
the hairline where ticks can 
be overlooked easily 
For 
tunately most tick bites are 
only 
irrita tin g , 
not 
dangerous, to humans 
Danger of getting disease 


from 
ticks 
increases 
the 
longer the tick is attached to 
a person lf a tick is found, 
the iH'st way to pull it out is 
with a gentle backw ard 
motion Most ticks will come 
out this way without leaving 
any mouth parts 
rn the 
wound 
Other extraction 
procedures include covering 
the tick with petroleum jelly 
or approaching it with a 
burning cigarette so that it 
will pull itself out 
The period from spring to 
cold weather is the most 
dangerous tim e for tick 
attacks since there are more 
of them during that time 
’l icks are hardy pests that 
can survive great stress 
Tick related diseases have 
l>een recorded in different 
parts of Texas year round, 
TMA says Some species of 
ticks can survive a year 
without feeding In captivity, 
individual ticks have lived 
more than 40 years with only 
occasional feedings, the 
Rocky M ountain M edical 
Journal says 
A physician usually can
